DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 
16, 2009 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although, the best prior art of record to Zacharias teaches the multi-application 

card system storing a plurality of accounts. However, none of prior art teaches a system 
for writing information comprising a rewriteable recording medium for writing information 
that is correlated with a medium ID using the writing section wherein the recording 
medium is a display medium for displaying an image according to the information in the 
index information and the image displaying medium continues to be displayed without a 
supply of power as set forth in the claims.
